The upright, bushy, plant has 
wiry branches and foliage of medium size and leathery. Easy to grow and has been garden 
tested. 

We consider Camille to be one of Mr. Schnabel’s outstanding varieties. 


CARMEL BLUE (Hodges)—Long single corolla beautiful blue; long greenish white tube and 
narrow, outspread white sepals flushed palest blush on underside, tipped pale green. 
Vigorous upright bush with excellent foliage and lots of flowers. The very attractive color 
contrast should be most popular. 


COLONIAL DAME (Hodges)—Fully double corolla light to medium pink; short, broad, 
outspread sepals rose pink, tipped green. Strong, willowy grower, good foliage, large 
flowers. Try Colonial Dame as a hanger, too. Quite heat tolerant in Palo Alto. In the fog 
belt the flowers are quite large, with deeper pink color and rose sepals. 


DESERT SUNSET (Muriel Waltz)—Double light rosy purple corolla opens to various shadings, 
mostly a smoky rose, maturing to a bright lake. Upturned sepals white, light pink on 
inside. Spreading bush, large flowers, try as a hanger.
